LITERARY INTELLIGENCE. 


K1nG’s COLLEGE, Lonpon.—The council of this college have 
lately determined upon founding scholarships for the several 
departments of this institution, with a view to the encourage- 
ment of diligence in the study of divinity, and the various 
branches of literature and science. Some of these scholarships 
are confined to the lower classes of the school, whilst others of a 
—— are open to the senior students of each department. 
— e. 

SALE or Manuscripts, &c.—The sale of manuscripts, and 
black-letter books of the fifteenth century, was concluded at Mr. 
Fletcher’s Rooms, Piccadilly. Owing to the unfavourable state 
of the weather the sale was but thinly attended. The following 
are some of the articles sold :—Die Kunst Ceromantia Durch De 
Hartlieb Joy Schapff zu Augspurg, 1443. This rare and 
curious block book (says the catalogue) should contain twenty- 
six leaves, of which two are printed but on one side. The pre- 
sent copy has but sixteen leaves, all of which are printed upon 
both sides. Both the first and last leaf are wanting, as well as 
the leaf which carries the date, thus—‘‘ Fritag Nach Conceptionis 
Maria Virginis Gloriosis, 1443.” Excepting the preliminary 
pages, each printed page is occupied by a hand larger than the 
natural size, upon which the significations of the various lines 
are indicated in small-sized characters. Each hand is sur- 
rounded by a border, and in this copy the ground is filled in with 
various colours. There are but two perfect copies known of this 
work ; viz. in the public libraries of Munich and Wolfenbuttel. 
The book sold for 14!. The first edition of the German Bible, 
without date, place, or printer’s name, but printed in 1462, sold 
for 15 guineas. Two copies of the first edition of Luther’s Bible, 
with woodcuts after designs by Albert Durer and Lucas Cra- 
nach, sold respectively for 51.2s.6d. and Sl. 15s. The autographs 
of monarchs sold remarkably low, the highest price being 
obtained for one of the Emperor Charles V. viz. 1/.4s. An au- 
tograph of Bonaparte, when first consul, fetched but 9s., and one 
of Charles XII. of Sweden, but 18s. 

Roman Mosatics.—Excavations undertaken by M. Charles 
Antoine de Bonstetten, in the neighbourhood of Orbe, in the 
Canton of Vaud, on the site of what is supposed to be the an- 
cient town of Urba—which site has already yielded many objects 
of antiquity to the Museum of Lausanne—have brought to light 
two magnificent mosaic pavements. One of these, 15ft. 4in. in 
ight by 11ft. 5in. in width, represents the Cretan Labyrinth, 
with six entrances, each protected by a tower, and Theseus 
struggling with the Minotaur; and is surrounded with a border 
3ft. Zin. in width, composed of foliage curiously interlaced. This 
mosaic has suffered slight injuries; but the other and larger one 
is quite perfect. It is 25ft. 5in. in length, by 18ft. in width, 
without reckoning a semicircular prolongation on one of its 
sides; and contains a great number of small figures, picturing 
hunts and combats, and separated from each other by frame-
